Underground  on  Ocean  Ave

Dianne  Feinstein,  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  made 
a  quick  tour  of  the  OMI  area  on 
Wednesday,  February  19,  ac¬ 
companied  by  Marshall  Reeves, 
Eleanor  Siden,  and  Leo  Walker. 
When  they  returned  to  the 
OMI-CA  office  they  were  joined 
in  conference  by  Peg  Otey,  aide 
to  Assembly  Speaker  Leo  Mc¬ 
Carthy  and  a  former  resident  of 
the  OMI  area;  Edna  James, 
Donneter  Lane,  and  Virginia 
Neff,  long-time  residents  and 
volunteer  workers  for  the  Com¬ 
munity  Association. 

Supervisor  Feinstein  proved 
herself  a  good  listener  as  the 
group  discussed  the  commu¬ 
nity’s  history  and  problems,  and 
stated  that  she  believes  we  are 
indeed  entitled  to  share  in  the 
Mayor's.  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Funds.  She  checked  with 
City  Hall  on  the  dates  of  budget 
hearings  dealing  with  these 
funds  to  aid  us  in  plans  to  attend 
hearings  and  to  write  letters 
expressing  our  views. 

Mrs.  Feinstein  also  expressed 
agreement  with  the  view  that 
intentionally  integrated  neigh¬ 
borhoods  like  the  OMI  should  be 
“rewarded”  by  the  city  with 
encouragement  and  support  for 
school  integration  within  the 
integrated  community. 

The  visit  was  a  satisfying 
contact  with  City  Hall,  and  we 
are  looking  forward  to  similar 
meetings  with  other  Supervisors.

Within  the  next  few  weeks,  the 
City  will  begin  digging  on  Ocean 
Avenue  to  underground  MUNI’s 
overhead  feeder  line. 

On  February  26,  more  than  20 
Ocean  Avenue  merchants  and 
OMI-CA  met  at  the  OMI-CA 
office  for  breakfast  and  a  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  session  with 
representatives  of  the  City’s 
Hetch  ‘Hetchy  Power  and  Water 
Department. 

Present  were  Mr.  Oral  Moore, 
General  Manager;  Mr.  Robert 
Stein,  Project  Manager,  Power 
Improvement  Program  ;  and  Mr. 
Ray  Miller,  Construction  Man¬ 
age 

It  was  explained  that  the  work 
is  necessary  because  the  present 
power  line  cannot  handle  the 
additional  power  required  by  the 
new  streetcars  (or  “light  rail 
vehicles”  as  they  are  known  in 
the  trade). 

The  merchants  seemed  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  City  has  every 


intention  of  causing  as  little 
disruption  as  possible.  Where 
work  is  actually  in  progress,  of 
course,  traffic  will  be  limited  to 
one  lane  west-bound  between 
9:00  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m.  and  the 
parking  lane  will  be  eliminated 
on  the  north  side.  However,  no 
one  block  should  be  affected  for 
more  than  ten  days,  they  said, 
and  the  trenches  are  to  be  plated 
across  driveways  and  inter¬ 
sections. 

Everyone  present  was  also 
relieved  to  hear  that  MUNI  has 
no  intention  of  laying  new  street¬ 
car  tracks  on  Ocean  Avenue,  and 
that,  so  far  as  the  City  knows, 
neither  PG&E  nor  the  telephone 
company  has  any  plans  of  its 
own  to  tear  up  the  street  in  the 
next  few  years. 

A  further  guarantee  that  prob¬ 
lems  will  be  kept  to  a  minimum 
is  that  OMI  resident  Mt.  Lonnie 
Lawson  is  the  City’s  on-the-spot 
supervisor  for  the  project. 


OMI  May  Get 
Funds  After  All 

In  December,  OMI-CA  sub¬ 
mitted  a  request  for  funds  to  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Community 
Development.  Realizing  that  the 
bulk  of  the  expected  $28.6  million 
was  already  committed  to  pro¬ 
jects  temporarily  halted  last 
year,  OMI-CA  presented  a 
modest  proposal  for  studies  of 
the  feasibility  of  a  housing 
rehabilitation  program  for  cer¬ 
tain  areas  of  OMI;  and  for  the 
establishment  of  a  multi-use 
community  center. 

In  January,  OMI-CA  was 
greatly  dismayed  to  learn  that 
the  preliminary  proposal  for  the 
expenditure  of  the  Community 
Development  funds  did  not  in¬ 
clude  anything  for  the  OMI  area. 
Since  San  Francisco  is  already 
way  behind  in  preparing  its  plan 
for  submission  to  HUD,  it  is 
unlikely  that  any  major  changes 
will  be  made  at  this  late.  date. 

Consequently,  OMI-CA’s  ac¬ 
tions  now  are  aimed  at  getting 
the  OMI  into  a  good  position  for 
the  next  round.  OMI-CA  has  been 
working  overtime  this  past 
month  and  the  results  are  al¬ 
ready  quite  promising. 

A  barrage  of  letters  to  city 
officials  was  followed  by  a  round 
of  meetings  downtown  and 
guided  tours  of  OMI  for  these 
officials. 

A  February  14  meeting  with 
the  Director  of  Planning,  Dean 
Macris,  Was  especially  produc¬ 
tive.  Mr.  Macris’  subsequent 
letter  spelling  out  the  areas  of 
agreement  is  on  page  2  of  this 
issue. 

As  Mr.  Macris  pointed  out, 
funds  available  for  community' 
centers  and  traffic  control  and 
beautification  have  not  yet  been 
designated. 

As  always,  however,  there  will 
be  more  needy  neighborhoods 
than  money  to  go  around.  Simply 
demonstrating  the  need  will  not 
suffice.  The  community  must 
demonstrate  that  it  wants  these 
programs. 

OMI-CA  believes  that  OMI 
residents  want  and  need  a 
community  center  which  could 
house  such  critical  services  as  a 
neighborhood  health  center, 
childcare  center,  well-baby 
clinic,  mental  health  center,  the 
community  education  center  and 
a  library. 

Today  is  not  too  soon  to  start 
writing  letters  to  the  Supervisors 
expressing  your  support  for  this 
proposal.

Letter  from  the  City  Planning  Director 

COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT:  WHERE  OMI  STANDS  NOW

Dear  Mr.  Jackson: 

Thank  you,  and  other  OMI-CA 
members  for  finding  the  time  to 
discuss  your  concerns  and  to 
present  your  proposals  for  the 
allocation  of  Community  Devel¬ 
opment  monies  in  the  OMI 
district.  We  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  repeat  some 
of  our  comments  made  at  that 
February  14th  meeting,  as  well 
as  to  reiterate  the  commitments 
made,  in  order  that  we  may  all 
be  clear  concerning  them. 

First,  let  us  mention  the 
general  rationale  for  inclusion  of 
items  in  the  January  1975  prelim¬ 
inary  report  on  San  Francisco’s 
Community  Development  and 
Housing  Program.  That  report 
reflects  the  decision  that  priori¬ 
ties  must  go  to  complete  obliga¬ 
tions  on  existing  projects.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  available  monies 
were  thus  allocated  to  continue 
existing  projects  through  1975.  Of 
the  remaining  funds  committed, 
the  emphasis  was  placed  on 
previously  designated  projects 
or  projects  that  could  be 
planned  and  carried  out  this 
year.  In  fujture  years,  as  the 
previous  commitments  are  ful¬ 
filled,  it  is  intended  that  an 
increasing  proportion  of  the 
community  development  monies 
will  be  channeled  into  the  neigh¬ 
borhoods  for  projects  such  as 
you  presented  to  us.

funding  should  also  be  mention¬ 
ed.  The  office  of  Community 
Development  does  not  have  an 
outreach  staff,  but  relies  upon 
the  staff  of  this  Department  for 
contact  with  neighborhoods,  in 
large  part  through  the  liaison 
planners  who  are  assigned  to 
each  district.  We,  in  turn,  rely  h 
eavily  on  organizations  such  as 
the  OMI-CA  which  serve  to 
channel  community  concerns 
and  to  provide  a  focus  for  district 
issues  and  local  priorities.  The 
source  of  policies  which  serves 
as  our  guide  in  making  recom¬ 
mendations  for  community  de¬ 
velopment  funding  can  be  found 
in  the  Comprehensive  Plan  of  the 
City  and  County  (Master  Plan) 
and  its  supporting  documents. 

The  first  specific  proposal 
which  was  discussed  last  Friday 
was  housing  rehabilitation.  Two 
Rehabilitation  Assistance  Pro¬ 
gram  Areas  —  the  Inner  Rich¬ 
mond  and  Upper  Ashbury  — 
have  been  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  fund¬ 
ed;  after  those,  the  Board  has 
stated  that  the  next  area  will  be 
in  Chinatown.  The  Department 
of  City  Planning  has  recom¬ 
mended  Bernal  Heights  as  the 
area  to  follow  Chinatown.  We 
shall  continue  with  that  commit¬ 
ment;  however,  there  is  present¬ 
ly  no  rehabilitation  funding  be¬ 
yond  that  necessary  for  the  two 
areas  already  designated.  When 
the  money  and  staffing  are 
available,  the  Bernal  Heights 
area  will'  be  included  in  the 
City's  Community  Development 
Program. 

We  recognize  that  a  Federally 
Assisted  Code  Enforcement  Pro¬ 
gram  within  the  OMI  district 
was  seriously  considererd  in  the 
late  1960's.  We  will  reinitiate  a

study  of  the  feasibility  of  a 
Rehabilitation  Assistance  Pro¬ 
gram  and  should  be  able  to 
proceed  with  a  predesignation 
investigation  in  the  spring.  A 
RAP  program  for  the  OMI 
district  could  be  considered  for 
1976  or  1977.  The  RAP  ordinance 
permits  designation  in  those 
areas  where  strong  support  for 
the  program  is  voiced;  thus,  we 
would  appreciate  any  assistance 
your  organization  may  give  in  h 
helping  us  assess  the  desire  for 
RAP  in  your  district. 

Your  second  proposal  concern¬ 
ed  a  multi-purpose  facility.  No 
final  decisions  have  been  made 
regarding  the  location  of  the 
neighborhood  service  centers.  A 
substantial  amount  of  money  has 
been  set  aside  for  this  purpose, 
and  as  we  stated,  OMI  should 
have  a  high  priority  for  these 
funds. 

Thirdly,  we  discussed  traffic 
control  and  neighborhood  beauti¬ 
fication  programs.  As  well,  no 
final  decisions  have  been  made 
regarding  which  neighborhoods 
will  receive  money  designated 
for  these  programs.  Earlier 
plans  which  this  department  has 
prepared  for  the  neighborhood  as 
well  as  more  recent  staff  obser¬ 
vations  indicate  possibilities 
where  a  portion  of  this  money 
could  be  beneficially  spent.  Fur¬ 
ther  discussions  followed  by 
precise  plans  will,  of  course,  be 
necessary. 

We  look  forward  to  viewing  the 
neighborhood  firsthand  and 
meeting  with  you  on  March  4th 
to  further  our  discussion  of  these 
points.

with  Assembly  Speaker  Leo  T.  McCarthy 

With  the  OMI  left  out  from  the  preliminary  City  Plan  for 
implementation  of  the  Federal  Revenue-Sharing  Community 
Development  Program,  the  question  again  arises  “how  can  a 
community  be  most  effective  in  getting  its  share  of  the  pie  from  City 
government?”  The  answer  is  quite  simple,  “organize  and  be 
heard! !”  This  advice  is  obviously  more  difficult  to  implement  in  real 
communities  dealing  with  real  situations. 

In  this  city,  well  organized  groups  have  been  fairly  effective  in 
pressuring  the  various  political  entities  into  action.  Everyone,  I’m 
sure,  has  heard  the  adage,  “the  wheel  that  squeaks  loudest  gets  the 
oil.”  This  is  especially  true  in  government.  A  handful  of  people  who 
can  present  the  case  for  the  community’s  goals  through  an  effective 
and  united  effort  can  get  the  job  done.  A  few  pointers  might  be 
helpful  in  your  attempt  to  get  City  Hall  or  other  governmental 
entities  to  listen  and  respond  to  your  pleas. 

1.  Define  your  goals  very  carefully  and  realistically.  Can  the 
government  respond  to  the  request  you  are  formulating,  or  are  you 
asking  too  much  or  the  wrong  thing?  Lay  out  the  specific  problems 
that  are  to  be  addressed,  and  the  answers.  Be  knowledgeable  in 
order  to  impress  the  official  that  you  have  done  your  homework. 

2.  Solicit  community  support  for  your  ideas.  If  you  don’t  have 
support,  or  the  community  is  split  on  your  goals,  try  to 
accommodate  differences.  It  is  much  easier  to  convince  politicians 
when  you  have  a  solid  line  of  community  support  behind  you. 

3.  Find  out  whom  you  should  deal  with  in  government  to  be  most 
effective.  Get  all  the  political  support  and  advice  you  can  master. 
It  is  exceedingly  important  to  deal  with  the  right  people  in  govern¬ 
ment,  people  who  can  actually  help  you  solve  your  problems.  Go  to 
the  top  person  in  charge.  Be  persistent.  Bring  supporters  along  if 
you  must  show  that  you  have  a  strong  following  and  that  the 
request  you  are  making  is  fair  and  an  important  one  to  the 
community. 

4.  Start  a  letter -writing  and  telephoning  campaign.  Again,  know 
whom  to  address  your  letters  and  phone  calls,  to  be  most  effective. 
In  your  letter,  be  short,  courteous  and  to  the  point.  It’s  easier  to 
win  friends  through  a  friendly  tone  than  by  threats. 

5.  Follow  up.  Be  persistent.  Don’t  give  up.  If  you  don’t  get  an 
adequate  response,  you  can  escalate  your  campaign.  You  can  be 
successful  by  doing  a  good  job  following  these  simple  steps.

On  the  evening  of  February  24,  the  ad  hoc  committee  for  the 
reconstruction  of  San  Miguel  School  met  at  the  OMI-CA  office  on 
Granada  Street. 

Chaired  by  resource  teacher  Rosemary  DeGregorio,  the  group 
included  parents,  teachers,  and  community  people  who  are 
determined  that  the  “core  building”  should  be  reconstructed  as  soon 
as  possible.  OMI-CA  and  COMO  (Coalition  of  Outer  Mission 
Organizations)  were  also  represented.  Following  are  expressions  of 
the  group’s  thinking. 

A  strong  reason  for  getting  San  Miguel  back  into  full  use  as  soon  as 
possible  is  that  at  least  40  classrooms  in  the  surrounding  areas  will  be 
closed  under  present  plans.  The  reconstructed  Monroe  School  will 
lose  7  classrooms;  Sheridan,  4;  Farragut  (closed  down)  19;  and 
Commodore  Sloat,  10. 

The  Administration’s  own  statistics  show  that  this  area  has  a  large 
population  of  young  children ;  and  it  seems  likely  that  it  will  continue 
to  be  high.  For  instance,  the  closing  of  “Gatorville”  (the  housing 
provided  for  married  students  at  San  Francisco  State)  will  probably 
mean  a  number  of  young  families  moving  into  the  area. 

It  is  understandable  that  the  high  rate  of  inflation  has  complicated 
the  Administration’s  plans  to  comply  with  the  Field  Act.  However, 
the  gap  between  the  original  1973  estimates  and  the  present  ones  still 
seem  unduly  large.  A  competent  estimator,  it  appears,  should  have 
come  a  little  closer.  These  are  the  figures  for  three  schools:

There  was  also  expressed  the  sentiment  that  the  School  Adminis¬ 
tration  has  already  violated  its  own  plans  by  shifting  priorities, 
apparently  in  response  to  pressure  from  communities.  Sutro,  which 
was  scheduled  for  reconstruction  beginning  in  July,  1976,  was 
shelved,  then  suddenly  it  was  updated  so  that  reconstruction  will 
start  in  1975.  The  Inner  Sunset,  with  only  one  of  its  five  schools 
needing  reconstruction,  is  already  getting  that  work  done. 

Naturally  each  neighborhood  is  in  favor  of  its  own  schools  being 
taken  care  of.  If  we  can  rally  concerned  parents,  teachers,  and  school 
staff,  perhaps  we  can  bring  about  the  rebuilding  of  a  handsome  and 
much-needed  school,  San  Miguel  Elementary  on  Seneca,  near  San 
Jose  Avenue.  Surely  good  neighborhood  schools  are  at  least  as  much 
needed  as  a  sports  arena. 

Most  of  us  aren’t  strong  for  “conspiracy”  theories;  but 
occasionally  it  does  seem  that  influences  in  Downtown  San  Francisco 
are  not  interested  in  providing  either  housing  or  schools  or  anything 
else  for  families  with  young  children.  Surely  we  don’t  want  ours  to 
turn  into  a  city  of  high-rises  full  of  adults;  and  to  keep  families  in  the 
city,  we  need  schools;  and  we  need  them  as  soon  as  they  can  be 
reconstructed.

Aptos  is  privileged  to  have  the  services  of  two  excellent 
paraprofessionals  Ms.  Jean  Barnes  and  Ms.  Linda  Finkelstein  in  its 
Reading-Language  Arts  Programs. 

Both  Ms.  Barnes  and  Ms.  Finkelstein  make  it  possible  to  offer 
individualized  instruction  in  readint  to  many  students.  In  a  typical 
day  they  perform  a  myriad  of  tasks.  They  tutor  individual  students 
using  specific  methods  such  as  the  Gillingham  System,  help  students 
with  lab  materials  such  as  Specific  Skill  Series,  Springboards,

Since  I’m  on  a  sort  of  Charlie  Chan  kick  (not  a  Rung  Fu  one, 
though)  I  eagerly  awaited  arrival  of  Bantam’s  CHARLIE  CHAN 
RETURNS  (failing  to  take  note  it  wasn’t  by  Earl  Derr  Biggers,  the 
series  creator).  Instead  it  was  by  Dennis  Lynds,  based  on  one  of  the 
many  screenplays  turned  out  by  Hollywood.  The  story  didn’t 
disappoint;  it  s  a  good  one.  But  in  their  desire  to  “update”  Chan,  they 
took  advantage  of  the  more  permissive  times  by  making  one  of  the 
characters  blatantly  homosexual.  Now  I’m  not  opposed  to  what 
anyone  does  behind  the  bedroom  doors;  but  you’re  not  going  to  tell 
me  that  that  was  in  the  screenplay  of  over  20  years  ago.  As  my 
daughter,  Shana,  would  say,  “No  way.” 

Scribner  s  WW  2  is  a  collection  of  documents  and  essays  on 
America’s  last  wholehearted  war  effort.  What  a  book!  A  well-packed 
work  (515  pgs),  it  s  the  sort  that  can  be  read  a  few  essays  or 
documents  at  a  time.  You  can  relive  an  era  vicariously  from  your 
comfortable  fireside  or  bedtime  chambers.-  The  hardcover’s  $12.50, 
but  the  College  Paperback  Edition’s  only  $3.95. 

Agatha  Christie  fans  will  need  no  introduction  to  N  or  M?  which 
came  out  originally  in  1941  and  was  reissued  by  Dell  in  fate  ‘74.  The 
background  is  wartime  England,  waiting  the  invasion  by  Germany 
on  the  one  hand,  and  waging  a  deadly  struggle  with  spies  and 
Nazi-sympahtizers  on  the  other.  The  values  discussed  as  to  the 
relative  merits  of  a  Democracy  vs  a  Totalitarian  state  are  important 
even  today,  coming  in  conjunction  with  as  intriguing  a  spy  story  as 
I’ve  read  in  years. 

Just  a  few  minutes  ago  I  finished  reading  one  of  the  most  chilling 
and  silspenseful  books  I’ve  ever  encountered:  JAWS  by  Peter 
Bencheley  (Bantam).  It  is  the  story  of  a  shark,  over  20  feet  long,  who 
terrorizes  not  only  the  Long  Island  community  off  whose  shores  it 
swims,  and  the  businessmen  who  depend  on  the  resort  trade  to  keep 
solvent  for  another  year,  but  the  reader  as  well.  And  if  its  final 
moments  remind  some  of  you  of  the  fate  of  Captain  Ahab  and  the 
Great  White  Whale,  Moby  Dick,  they  in  no  way  detract  from  an 
extraordinary  gripping  work.  Not  recommended  for  reading  while  at 
the  beach.  Pools,  yes!  Beaches,  no!
